The Kuala, bound from Dundee

The Ttmur is the largest Known spinel 
ruby, weighing just over 852 karats.

«f Badjikshan. It was seized b/ Ameer 
TirturT better known to western hlsto- 
rl*i>3 as Tamarlane, when he plundered 
I>elhi= in 1398. In-due time it descended 
to his grandson, by which time the great 
-Tnrtar empire was on the wane and dur- 
ing "o»e of the many wars between the 
Tartars and the ,Persians the ruby fell 
Into the hands of the Kings of Iran. 


"* Shall Abbaa 1 presented the ruby to his 
friend the Mogul Emperor Jehangir In 
1012. 
When his favorite wife 
remon- 
strated with him for Inscribing his name 
on the jewel, Jehangir made the striking 
prophecy that the ruby would more cer- 
tainly carry his name down to posterity 
limn written history, for It would ai- 
rways remain in the possession of the 
tuler o{ Hindustan 'a prophecy which has 
tee:; fulfilled to the present day. 
In 1740 Nadir Shah sacked Delhi and 
carried the ruby awa/ with him. When 
Nadir was assassinated in 1747, Ahmad 
Bhtth seized the ruby with other booty, 
And, proceeding south, founded the king- 
dom of Afghanistan. When his grandson 
*as expelled from the country he sought 
refuge in the Punjab, where he waa com- 
jpclled to surrender both the Koh-i-noor 
and th« Timur. 
When the Punjab was annexed by the 
British m 1849 the Koh-i-noor, the Timur 
and all other state jewels were taken 


-. ever by the board of administration anu 
tb« first named jewel was taken directly 
to London, where It was presented to 
Queen Victoria. 
The Timur was later 
packed up with other jewels and taken to 
.London for the great exhibition of 1851.

weighs but 770 pound*. 


One of the exhibits that attracts gen- 


eral attention Is the Euler biplane 
In 


which Prince Henry gained his aviator's 
license. 
Beside the 
Prince's 
machine 


stands the military 
Euler, the "aero- 


plane descroper." Upon it Is mounted a 
machine gun, or, rather, a machine gun 
was mounted upon It once. The mounting 
is still there, but the war department 
has evidently not cared to have, tho gun 
publicly exhibited.

propeller*, and another presents

thing new—two propellers moved Inde- 
pendently of each other by two motors.

If the 
crop of 1912 does not prove to be plentl- 
' ful, Regan said, the supply of vintage 


in the market will be reduced to an un- 
precedented minimum. 
The wise dealers, Regan declared, are 
endeavoring, on account of tho scarcity, 
to Induce the 
public to abstain from 
,-intage wines and are trying to persuade 
people to drink the ordinary kinds. 
Since his arrival in England Regan has 
seen purchasing everything In the shape 
of vintage champagne, regardless of the 
price.

Regan asserted, has Improved re- 
markably in ten years. A decade ago an 
American simply ordered a 
bottle of 
champagne. 
Nowadays he is the most 
discriminating man in the 
world.

knows all the brands, and orders heavy 
and light vintage, according to the char- 
acter of the dinner. 
It is no exaggeration, according to tho 
hotel man, to say that 90 per cent of the 
patrons of the best New York hotels 
order vintage champagnes.

There has been a great delay In reach- 
ing a settlement of the case, and the 
countess, whlla she is willing to make 
every allowance for the traditional delays 
of Vatican procedure, says If her patience 
is exhausted sho will bring the matter 
directly to the attention 
of the pope 
when she Is received, or through 
his 
sisters. 
Mr*. Jlackln was created a countess on 
her conversion to Catholicism by the late 
Pope Leo XITE, and was decorated with 
the cross of the papal order pro eccleaia 
et pontlfice by the present pope. 


She came to Rome in November, dur- 
ing tho consitory, but, although she- la 
entitled to a seat in the tribune of tho 
Roman nobility at all solemn pontifical 
functions, an overzealous- attendant de- 
nied her admittance on the ground that 
an American could not be a Roman noble- 
woman. 
The countess complained to the authori- 
ties, who Informed her that her right to 
sit In the tribune was not Included in her 
patent of nobility. 


According to ths countess, she was 
notified flve years ago by Mgr. Marlnl, 
at that time 
undersecretary of briefs, 
that the pope had promoted her to be a 
princess, with a seat 'in the tribune, of 
Roman nobility among her privileges. 
This letter was flled. but during 
the 
delayn attending the drawing- up of tho, 
patent of nobility the pope abolished thr' i 
office of secretariate of briefs.

TOLERANT AUDIENCES 


(By ROSWELL DAQUE.) 
w 


HAT 
peculiar 
absurdities 


our public seems to tol- 
erate behind the footlights 
of A theater, 
Even more 


than tolerate. It seems to 
accept with no thought of 
question as part of 
thq 


great 
schema of things 


dramatic, conditions utterly ridiculous 
as part of life, which the etage Is sup- 
posed to.portray. Let "The Pink Lady," 
which Oaklanders saw at the Macdoni 
ougrh this past weak, serve as an Illus- 
tration of one of these absurdities. 


It Is a common one, this particular 


case In point, the portrayal of charac- 
ters of one strongly marked nationality 
by actors of another race so widely dll- 
ferent that all possible illusion Is de- 
stroyed. In the play In question, a elav- 
er musical attraction which could and 
has succeeded abroad as a play without 
music, the locale Is Paris and Us en- 
virons. 
This Is even aggressively Im- 


pressed upon the auditor, so much so 
that It would seem Impossible for any 
other setting to be given the series of 
vivacious and daring events. Naturally 
In such a translation It cannot be ex- 
pected that aJl the Gallic flavor should 
be brought over. In fact a translation 
means an adaptation from one language 
Into the understandings of those who 
speak another tongue. 
Yet surely it Is 


not too much to expect that the general 
effect 
of the 
piece shall 
be foreign, 


French and to a certain degree uniform 
to the characteristics of the tempera- 
mental nation. 


BOTTOMLY ENGLISH. 


Instead, what did one find? It Is enough 


to take two examples of lack of uniform- 
ity to indicate the general result. First- 
there was Roland Fottotnly, who played 
the vivacious and pleasure-loving young 
Frenchman whose pecadillos* caused all 
the complications. At least, that was the 
character conceived by the author, but 
the result with Bottomly in the role was 
of an 'Englishman as English as any who 
ever walked down. Bond street or strolled 
along the Strand. And there was in ad- 
dition John B. Young, comedian, "Mon- 
sieur Dondidier," the old French collect- 
or of antiques, as frankly American as 
Bottomly was English. 


If 'a theater Is nothing else. It is a 


house of Illusions. Its performances are 
c.11 make-believe stories and studies of 
humanity, tolerable so long as they seem 
real, but intolerable, "stale, flat and un- 
profitable," once they loso their sem- 
blance 
of naturalness. 
There 1» no 


theatergoer, 
whether 
"tired 
bu«lness 


man" or not, who does not demand that 
the play shall scorn fairly real. 
This 


It Is which distinguishes thn amateur 
from the professional, the superiority of 
the actor Increasing as he seems more 
and more -he character he portrays. It 
Is true In every phase of-acting, from 
the plays of Shakespeare to the low 
comedian. 
No actor can 
escape 
It. 


Every actor will admit it. 


"TRUE TO LIFE?" 


The entire production of a play, then, 


resolves itself Into an effort to- achieve 
the true-to-llfo In greater or less de- 
gree, and every possible effect which 
can contribute) to the final result of nat- 


uralness would seem to be the height of 
the desirable. 


"Why, then, will managers overlook one 


of the flrst requisites of prcrucacm, the 
selection of actors fitted by nature In 
so far as possible to the parts which 
they will portray? 
Why will the Jeop- 


ardize the success of their productions 
from the very ilrat by miscasting, of- 
tentimes in such a way that the very 
first appearance of the actor Impresses 
ths 
audience as well-nigh ridiculous? 


Why will the public accept this mls- 
castias, tor such it Is, without comment? 
Or la it true that it does do so with- 
out objection? 


"The Pink Lady" was not an nnquall- 


fled success on its western, tour. 
The 


critics praised its music and its general 
scheme, but condemned ita company. 
Tho audiences which saw the piece came 
away whistling and humming its song*, 
but they did not speak enthusiastically 
of the 
general 
performance 
to their 


friends. 
The whole trouble was laid to 


the company, yet after all they were an 
aggregation of fairly and more than 
fairly clever people poorly cast. 


MUSICAL COMEDY STARS. 


Take Bottomly, for example. He failed 


to make good in any particular degree. 
Yet he is unquestionably a good musical 
comedy man with an exceptionally good 
voice for such work. As an Englishman, 
of the better class he would be capital; 
as a debonair Frenchman he was only 
adequate. The some was true in lesser 
degree of Young.

It is rather 
too much to ask, perhaps, that audi- 
ences express their disapproval In noisy 
fashion, but it is to be deeply regrctttd 
that some method of disapprobation can 
not be devised to free us from the Eu- 
ropean accusation of being uncritical. 
Inartistic and ready to stand anything 
good- or bad.

public just what it wants," is an often 
hearfl retort. Then let the public *how 
that It does not -want absurdities In mi*» 
casting If it wants improvement of th*« 
atrical performances and InorMMA •*- 
Joyment. 


This, too, frightens even the daring poet 


from the theater, that the mob, grtatcr 
in numbers, though less In -wit*, untaught, 
stolid, ready to hoot down the gentry If 
they venture to differ, demand between 
the lyrics either a dancing bear or a box- 
ing match, for In these the pit find* Ita 
chief pleasure. But for that matter the 
upper classes have nowaday* loit their 
ear for good poetry,. and havo turned to 
praise vain gaud* and the delight* of the 
eye.

LOS AXGBLES, April 27.—A. San- 


doval of Los Angeles, who owns the 
fishery concession from' Ensenatia to 
Guaymas, declared today that the 
concession is not for sale, either to 
Japanese or others. He explained 
further that his intention to brmp- in 
Japanese fishermen and cannery em- 
ployes for the cannery at Magdalena 
Bay was only part of his plan to im- 
port laborers of different nationalities 
lor various branches of th& industry, 
to the number of 300 or 600, because 
he cannot get enough competent fish- 
ermen and canners on this coast. 


"I have never set a price on the 


concession, and If Japan thought I 
asked too much for it" they got the 
fig-urea from -some other and unau- 
thorized 
source," 
said 
Sandoval. 


"Takasaki, who is in charge of the 
cannery, is a thoroughly competent 
man in his line and came to my em- 
ploy with the best of credentials, but 
in his interview with representatives 
of THE TRIBUNE at; Magdalena he 
gave some wrong impressions. 
One 


of them Is that I dealt with the Jap- 
anese governmeat. in seeking Japanese 
employes. 
"Whut I did was this: 


SEXT FOR LABORERS. 


"I have a very competent Japanese 
named G. Watanabe working for me, 
a practical fishery and cannery man. 
We had had a. lot of trouble with our 
Japanese fishermen and I had thought 
of getting rid of them entirely. 
Ho 
said he could get men in Japan who 
were bettor laborers and steadier and 
who would give satisfaction, so I sent 
him over last May ,with instructions 
to bring back sixty laborers and an 
expert cannery man to take charge of 
the cannery. If there was any deal- 
ing with the , government it was 
through him and I knew nothing of 
it. Watanabe is now on the way to 
Magdalena. 
"In Japan he learned that the gov- 


ernment would not issue passports to 
the laborers, but he hired Takasaki 
to tuko charge of the cannery. I do 
not know of any connection Takasaki 
may have had with the Japanese gov- 
ernment or any Instructions to make 
reports to tho government. 


SPECIALISTS SECUKED. 


"At the same ttmo I so-nt Wanatabo 
to Japan I sent E. Garnot to Europe 
to try to engage French canners for 
the sardine branch of our business, 
Spaniards to handle the lobsters and 
Danes for whaling, because It is my 
plan to get skilled fishermen and can- 
ners from 
thu nationalities which 


handle certain lines better than other 
nations. That visit resulted in Euro- 
pean capitalists becoming interested 
and coming over for an inspection ot 
fbo concession. Out of that grew a 
reorganization of the corporation. B. 
B. Antera do Montenegro of Paris, a 
wealthy Mexican, and T. A. A. Girard 
of Paris nrp now associated with us, 
and will attend to sending us Euro- 
pean 
laborers, 
including 
French, 


Italians, 
Spanish, Danish and Nor- 


woBinn fishermen and canners. They 
•will also seek a European market for 
a portion ot our products."

Into the 
walls o£ thousands of 


millions of lung cells a stream of 
dark, .poisoned fluid is striving to un- 
load Its poison. 
The oxygen from the air we breathe 


penetrates tho delicate walls of those 
living cells and changes that foul 
current of blood into a rich red tlssue- 
buildms' stream; but if only a small 
percentage of our lungs is used, then 
old, dead air and poisoned blood will 
remain 
in the lungs and this un- 


changed blood will again circulate, 
and clog or otherwise debilitate the 
system. 
Blood is the fluid of life. 
It car- 


ries nourishment to every organ, bone 
and tissue of the body. Its purity is, 
therefore, 
of greatest Importance. 


Impoverished blood causes anaemia, 
thinness and the frailty that makes 
the body an easy prey for all kinds of 
diseases 


ORDIXARY BREATHING. 


There Is a possibility to exchange 


3 % 
quarts of air each breath in 


normal Jungs; but when in a sitting 
position and breathing naturally only 
half a quart, or one-seventh of this 
amount, Is exchanged. 
Six-sevenths 


of foul, dead air remaining in the 
lungs— six-sevenths 
dark, 
poisoned 


blood is again and again sent through 
the system. 


We breathe In a sitting position 


about fifteen times a minute at a 
half-quart each, which is equal to 
7% quarts per minute or 900 times 
an hour at 
one-half quart each, 
which is equal to 450 quarts of air 
per hour.' 


I>EEP BREATHING. 


Now let us compare with deep 


breathing. As above stated, with deep 
inhalation and full exhalation, there 
is a possibility of exchanging 3% 
quarts of air. Taking again fifteen 
breaths a minute at 3% quarts each 
would be equal to 52% quarts per 
minute, or 900 breaths per hour at 
3% quarts each would ba equal to 
31-50 quarts per hour. 


While 
exercising the number of 


breaths Is raised to thirty and trebled 
T.'hile playing games that necessitate 
running. 


The 
above 
comparison 
shows 


clearly the value of voluntary deep 
breathing and play. 
A boy or girl 


who never plays Is probably getting 
the oxygen from 450 quarts of air, 
while the one IndulgiAg in outdoor 
play is getting the benefit of nearly 
10,000 quarts of air per hour. 


The entire circulation of the blood, 


of which the normal body contains 
about ten pounds, from the moment 
it. is pumped out from the heart and 
returns to the heart. Is supposed to 
ba a little over 20 seconds, or, in other 
words, the blood circulates 180 times 
an hour. 


Considering that ordinarily only 


one quart of air is exchanged, it 
means that any person never taking 
any deep breathing Is guilty of send- 
ing: about five-sevenths of the total 
amount of blood In a poisonous con- 
ditfon 180 times an hour through his 
whole system. 


"Breath is life, 


"Without breath there is no life; 
Half-way breathing is half-way 
living." 


Breathing exercises, as part of the 


physical education in the Oakland 
public schools, is considered the most 
important of all functions of the body, 
for, indeed, all other functions de- 
pend upon It. 
( 
Tho percentage of civilized men 


who breathe correctly is small. Too 
little or no attention is given to this 
important exercise in modern school 
curricula. Tho result* are 
plainly 


shown in contracted chests and stoop- 
ing shoulders, and the terrible in- 
crease of diseases of the respiratory

Physi- 
cal exercises, swimming and especi- 
ally breathing, to be taught and regu- 
larly practiced In every school, is 
highly recommended in this report. 


Breathing exercises are carried on 


In the Oakland school department 
from the very first year & child be- 
gins school work. 
It is carried on 


more extensively in the grammar 
grades, as this la the most Important 
period in human growth. 
It is the 


period of rapid growth, physically 
and mentally. The children are Riven 
lectures on the necessity and Value 
of deep breathing.

When pupils arrive In the graduat- 


ing class continuous lines of official 
breathing records aro seen on these 
report cords, so that tho children, 
and their parents as well, may set 
what can be done or left undone In 
tlioh true formative period. 


At the end of each term, when these 


official records are taken, the average 
chest expansion of the girls and boys' 
section la figured separately In each1 
class and made competitive. Then tho 
average of the whole grade is taken 
and made competitive with tho same 
grades of all other schools. 


Finally, the average expansion of 


tho grammar grade pupils Is figured 
oui and a comparison made between 
tho schools. 


There aro about 60 per cent of the 


grammar grade pupils of this city 
which have, made a habit of taking 
voluntary deep breathing exercises. 
Four years -ago (1908), when this 


work was first started in Jts present 
fnrm. a chest pxnaiislon of 4 Inches 
was looked upon as wonderful.

grade children, 1011 reached 
the 


B-lnch mark — the expansion of the so- 
caJIed perfect girl. 


In December, 1911, this number In- 


creased to 1727 pupils, a remarkable 
increase.

All grammar grade children are 


keeping up the work In breathing 
throughout the year. At the end ot 
^each term the physical director Is 
taking the chest expansion record of 
6000, grammar igrado pupils. These 
records are put down on 'a breathing 
report card,,, which is then 
taken 


home by the' pupil for the parents to 
sign. This card contains a printed 
request to the parents to Induce their 
children to make a habit of taking 
daily breathing exercises, and so co- 
operate with this department In tho 
prevention of lung: diseases. 


The average ch«st expansion of the 


combined fifth grades In February, 
1908, was 2.56 Inches. 
Since then; 


up to December, 1911, most of the 
samn children gradually have "been 
promoted to the high eighth grades, 
as the heavy -stalrlika- lines on the 
separate report 
wiir^show. , These 


graduating grades reached" an average 
of 4.83 inches, which Is an increaao 
of 90 per cent breathing power dur- 
ing the grammar grade period- 


Standard 
chest 
expansion — The 


standard chest expansion of all gram- 
mar grades combined was: 2.87 Inches 
in February, 1908, and reached 4.48 
Inches in December, 1911, which is 
an lncreas_e of 66 per cent In a four 
years' period.

And it played such pranks 
in the face of high heaven as to make the angels 
laugh. 


There was always a Sunday yachting cruise, and 


the woes of Commodore Harrison, who leased his 
yacht to these social buccaneers, used to make live- 
ly reading in the newspapers of that day. Hardly 
a week passed that some new folly was not attrib- 
uted to these rollicking, singing, laughing fellows, 
many of whom were men of singular genius, and 
some of whom closely approached greatness. 


The constitution of the club was "What are you 


going to take?" and the appropriate by-laws, "I'll 
take the same." And so they went about, making 
rhymes, jesting and singing, making the figs at woe 
and gloom.

So, if 
we are to have monuments, why not one to Ned 
Harrigan as "Old Lavender." 
A New Eccentricity of Genius 


Louis Lorenz of New York and Paris—an artist 


of much ability and a Bohemian mode of life—has 
come to California to do some painting. Some of 
his fellows of the brush have taken him up to show 
him the sights and to extend the customary Califor- 
nian hospitality. 


One night this week they took him to Chinatown,

No. 2 or No. 0 company sent us It was a \ciy poor 
show. "Over Night" hasn't the company that $2 
seats call for, though it is fairly good. 


But when you think that you can see very good 


shows at the Alcazar for $1 a seat, and that Kolb & 
Dill at the same price are giving far and away the 
funniest show San Francisco has seen for many a 
day for the same price, and that this show has new 
costumes and bright music by bright people in ad- 
dition to the comedians, the managers of the "first- 
class" theaters will have to realize that they are 


bucking up against a very exacting competition, and 
that the only things they can expect to "get over" 
are those that are absolutely first-class. 
He's First in the Field 


When Dr. Washington Dodge gets home after 


his fearful experience on the Titanic, he is going 
into a big position with the Fleishackers, and that is 
going to leave a vacancy in the office of Assessor. 
Then there will be a scramble to get the job — a job 
that Mayor Rolph will give away. The Mayor was 
so fearful of the rush that he had the papers hold 
out the news of Dodge's intention to resign for quite 
a while until he could settle certain things. 


Supervifam Oscar Hocks is the first in the field

Railroad Commission Meets Troy 


The State Railroad Commission called a meeting 


a week ago of representatives of all interests, to ob- 
tain suggestions as to its policy in permitting xthe 
issuance of stocks and bonds in public service cor- 
porations. 
i 
The representatives of the leading public service 


bodies of the State appeared, and the discussion 
proceeded in a thoughtful and orderly manner until 
one E. P. E. Troy burst upon the scene and har- 
angued that body with great verbosity, instructing 
the commission on its duties, on the meaning of the 
law, and the desires of the people- 


Troy is very positive that his wishes constitute 


the desires >of the people of California. 


After enduring the bombardment with polite- 


ness and patience for an intolerable length of time, 
President Eshleman of the board undertook, in a 
delicate but firm way, to suppress the belligerent 
orator. It took him nearly twenty minutes. In the 
meantime, most of the afternoon had been consumed. 


This presents a very serious problem to the 'com- 


mission. If all the self -constituted advisers of the 
public, are to thrust themselves 
into commission 


hearings whenever any public business is under con- 
sideration, little time for actual accomplishment will 
remain. 
Besides, the commission sessions will be 


turned into a "bear garden." 
. What .would happen to the courts of San Fran- 
cisco if the ordinary trials of cases were suspended 
to listen to the people who have no other business 
than that of minding everybody else's business ? 


The people of the State of California believe that, 


they instituted a great, reform in establishing 
the 


Railroad Commission, and they hope that its bene-j 
fits will not be frittered away by the twaddle of a 
lot of cheap politicians who insist upon trespassing 
on its good nature. 
Percy Long and New Franchise Act 
/ 
Percy Long has discovered that the new franchise 


act, passed as a constitutional amendment at the last 
election, makes it impossible for the municipality to 
compel Spring Valley to place its pipes in new sec- 
tions of the city. 


As Percy Long was one of the framers and spon- 


sors of the new amendment, this should not have 
surprised him overgreatly. 


Another embarrassment to the people is brought 


about by a further opinion rendered by the city at- 
torney on the right of gas and electrical companies 
under this amendment to extend the mains and lines 
on new streets — that is to say, in places not, at the 
time the amendment went into effect, occupied by 
them. Our own P^rcy advised that these companies 
had no right to do so without a new franchise for the 
additional ulreeia. 


This would have brought the matter to a very 


absurd and injurious condition. The gas company 
would not apply for a new franchise every time a 
block of buildings was added to the city; the build- 
ings could not be completed without gas and elec- 
tricity; the city was powerless to compel the gas 
company to furnish these buildings. Therefore, an 
impossible situation arose. 


However, as far as the gas company »was con- 


cerned, the situation was met by the municipality 
i^iiOVing oj\c tt 
In the slang of the street, "forget it" was the motto. 
And a man can still build a new house and get gas 
and electricity. 


The results of this amendment, however, illus- 


trate the dangers of putting measures in the con- 
stitutional list to be voted on without proper De- 
liberation in the framing. 


It is a demonstrated fact that almost any amend- 


ment will pass. Few people read them. It is taken 
for granted that they are intended to reform some 


old abuse, and they are voted into law, sometimes 
with exceedingly injurious results. 
Fair Lot and Fillmore Street Tunnel 


The Vanderbilt property at Harbor View is likely 


to prove? the "banshee" of the Panama-Pacific Ex- 
position. Mrs. Vanderbilt held out for exacting and 
onerous terms. 


Many advisers of the exposition insisted that the 


property be condemned so that all 
complications 


should be removed in the beginning. The directors 
overruled this suggestion and entered into a very 
burdensome contract with Mrs. Vanderbilt, whereby 
they undertook, on behalf of the exposition, among 
other conditions, to pay all assessments and taxes. 


Now conies along the Fillmore street tunnel, 


which it is proposed to begin at Sutter street and 
run along a short distance above the bay. 


The cost will be enormous, falling on an assess- 


ment district and on the twelve blocks of Vander- 
bilt lease. The tax will be very heavy, and come 
out of subscription money to the Panama-Pacific. 
It amounts to in the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 


This has caused great disturbance of the peace. 
The exposition cannot take the position of "block- 


ing'!, a big public improvement; at least, it will not 
succeed in preventing the big assessment district, 
including the Vanderbilt property, being carried* 
The subscription money of the people will be taken 
to pay for Mrs. Vanderbilt's permanent improve- 
ments and for the enhancement of her property. 
Not only do the subscribers resent this very bit- 
terly, but the multitude of email holders who signed 
up with the exposition for their property without 
•the conditions yielded to Mrs. Vanderbilt are going 
to make a mighty uproar to this favoritism being 
shown to the absentee landlord. 


It would appear that all of these complications 


'might easily have been foreseen by the directors. 
Whichever way the matter ends, it is bound to bring 
upon the board an immense volume of unpopularity, 
and greatly impair its usefulness during the ex- 
position term. 
^ 


Popper and the Wilson Fight . 


Poor old Max Popper has been given absolute 


charge of the Wilson campaign headquarters. This _ 
is as it should be. 


The wags about town have called the Wilson 


ticket the "body snatchers" because it has ex- 
humed so many dead men, beginning with Edward 
Robeson Taylor who, for so long, has acted as the 
"old man of the sea" with his legs around the neck 
of the Hastings College of Law. 


Some people have said that a dead man could 


not be "the old man of the sea" 
with his legs 


around the neck of anything, but the position of 
Edward Robeson Taylor is, itself, an answer to this 
criticism. 


Some people might say that the presence of Pop- 


per is a matter that concerns Professor Wilson 
principally. 


This is not so, in this State, because Wilson is 


hopelessly beaten in California, and the services of 
those engaged in his campaign are now purely 
mortuary. 


But those who remember the old Buckley-Rainey 


days do not forget Popper. 
Although now a stri- 


dent performer, criticizing everything and every- 
body, the scandal in which he' participated with the 
Crimmins and Kelly administration, with large 
sums of money to keep alive the Buckley street 
sweeping contract, requires Popper to assume to be 
reformed, so politically, he is particularly prudish, 
like certain ladies who are supposed to have re- 
formed. 


Whv Max should be "vanked" bv anvbodv into 


political activities nobody can understand. He is a 
reservoir of antipathies and animosities, and gos- 
sips about everybody who ever did anything, was 
anything, or is anything, with a pernicious and 
vicious industry. If he has not lost the capacity to 
think at all, ho would not have any time to do so, 
as he wants to scold or whimper about somebody 
all the time. 


It was about Popper that Gavin McNab once said 


that he was the greatest man he knew to conduct a 
campaign for last year and next year. 


The funeral character of the Wilson campaign has 


caused the suggestion that its headquarters adopt 
as the campaign song, "John Brown's Body Lies 
'Amouldering in the Grave" in order to excite en- 
thusiasm. 
The ClarK Campaign and Bell 


Clark is going to win the California delegation— 


largely through the mistakes of the Wilson people, 
but also because many people think that he has oc- 
cupied the first conspicuous Federal office since 


s. 
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Cleveland's time, held by a Democrat, and has done 
well. 


Theodore Bell is preparing to claim the victory 


for Clurk when the delegation is selected as a per- 
sonal tribute to himself, but, in fact, he has been a 
weight upon the Speaker's campaign. 


The trouble with Bell has been, although a very 


clever man and a fine speaker, that he has not been 
able to keep his nose out of any mess, wherever it 
appeared, whether a township trouble, a State ruc- 
tion or a Federal disturbance. He is regarded by 
the people of the State also rather in the light of a 
professional politician, and, rightly or wrongly, a 
professional politician is increasingly disfavored by 
the public throughout America. 


If Theodore could let something alone sometime 


or other, suppressing his meddlesome instinct, his 
capacity as a representative of the voter might in- 
crease. He has of late years also become rather 
quarrelsome, a bad thing for a politician. 
Picking Beams Out of People's Eyes 


Since the State administration, at the opening of- 


the third term campaign, announced that no people 
representing the subscriptions of San Franciscan 
citizens to the exposition should be permitted to 
discuss politics, the five-million-dollar exposition 
state taxes fund has been tremendously in action. 


Really, if Roosevelt carries California it should 


be claimed as an advantage of'abundant taxation 
because, although conducting campaigns was not 
named by the Constiution or the State law as the 
principal purpose of taxation, the people can easily 
see that that is its present effect. 


It is astonishing, hov/ever, to see these tax-eaters 


and pie-biters criticizing every citizen who dare to 
speak his mind politically. 


It is suggested that the State administration 


might send to Germany for a copy of the act pro- 
viding punishment for les majesty, so that the 
non-tax-eating citizen may be properly rebuked for 


either insinuating or expressing either opposition 
or disesteem for the tax-eater. 


In the meantime—that is, until the May primary 


—the State of California will somehow have to get 
along and run itself, because its government is at- 
tending strictly to politics. But its government in- 
sists that it has the right to pick the political 
beams out of everybody else's eyes, while it has 
enough beams in its own optics to constitute a 
first-class lumber yard.

Justice Brewer, with whom Justice Brown 
concurred and Justice Harlan, In their 
dissenting opinions held to the contrary. 
cse dissenting opinions , were fortified 
'"iriariv -other decisions" of the same 
court. 
The dissenting opinion of Justice 
Harlan was of massive strength and rea- 
soning and which ts here commended 
to the examination and, consideration of 
aH .who may have doubta upon ithe sub- 
ject. It ts respectfully suggested that an 
employment by the state, or a, corpora- 
tion or an Individual of another who 
accepts such employment and agrees to 
perform a. particular service In consid- 
eration nf compensations to be paid him, 
is essentially a contract o^ reciprocal ob-

It appears by the terms of the recall 
procedure article referred to that the ex- 
istence of this judicial department of the 
state IB wholly Ignored and Instead there-

other, and It further appears that, the 
grounds of objection to such officeis need

ject to review, which is comprehensive 
and exclusive of any possible action of 
any court or other authority. This re- 
ca.ll procedure article carefullv and in-

tunity to bo heard in his defense- Such 
l-jfor-nntlon 
it Is declared

the electors of tho ftato at large

proscribed officer Is allowed to make a 
statement Justifying his course of con- 
duct in office, but to whom he chall 
make it 
Is not provided, or whether or 
not such statement need to be respon- 
sive to any objection is a matter of In- 
difference. 
In such, case It is a state- 
ment not required to be served on or 
seen by anybody. 


Thus Is it provided that the lawful In- 
cumbent of an office In his possession and 
In the discharge of Its duties may be re- 
moved therefrom, condemned, degraded 
and deprived of his living, without no- 
tice and without opportunity to be heard 
In defense of his rights, however cruel 
and unjust the Judgment of his enemies 
Tb this established justice ordained bv the 
Constitution, declared to be the supreme 
law of tho land? 
Tills law affords to 
every person charged with a delinquency, 
whatever it may bo. the right to know 
what tho delinquency is and the right 
to a hearing In his. defense 
tf the charge 
be a crime and the accused party answers 
"not gulltv," he must be tried by a jtirv, 
by whom he must bo regarded as innocent 
until his guilt la proved beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt, and he also is entitled 
to be confronted bv the witnesses against' 


the trial until condemned or acquitted. 
Ihls is due process of law ajid the equal 
pi election of the laws as meant by the 
Fourteenth Amendment above quoted. 
It is to be noticed that the recall pro- 
cedure proceedings referred to provide 
for the prosecution of the proscribed of- 
ficer without Jurisdiction of his person or 
any subject matter. Jurisdiction of sub- 
ject matter is fundamental and must PT- 
Ist in fact "as precedent to any authority 
whether it be of constitutional creation 
or legislative enactment. It lies at the 
foundation of all civilized government 
It Is axiomatic truth involving the natural 
right of self-defense 


RIGHT TO BE HEARD. 


Attention H again called to the fact 
that in the case of Taylor vs. Beckman 
all parties concerned were granted the 
right to be heard in the protection of 
his, supposed interest in that contest; 
•whereas, in the case of an officer sought 
to be removed Jn th« execution of the 
recall procedure proceeding question Tie 
is denied the right to notice 
of ,the 
grounds alleged for his removal, and also 
denied the right to question the- suffl- 
"clency of such g^WJnds before any court 
of competent Jurisdiction or otner au^ 
thority 
In fact, the existence tit any 
court is wholly ignored as a part of gov- 
ernmental machinery In prosecuttons fir 
delinquencies in office 
This Is plainly

The friends of the recall measure claim 
that it is political- and that a s>ate 
uffico may be abolished at the will of 
tho people and that tho Incumbent of 
such office accepts it subject to such 
condition.

In Volume V of the Encyclopedia of the 
United- States Suareme Court Reports, 
page 641, It is said: 
'It la an axiom sa old as tho law 
that before any person can be deprived 
of Hfo, liberty or property, he must have 
been given reasonable notice and an op- 
portunity to be heard !r, his own defense. 
Tiio'observance of this maxim Is a fun- 
damental requisite of tho due process of 
law guaranteed by the Fifth and Four- 
teenth amendments. 
Judgment without 


such citation and opportunity wants all 
the attributes of a Judicial determina- 
tion; it is Judicial usurpation ana oppres- 
sion and can never be applied where Jus- 
tice is Justly administered either within 
the Jurisdiction or elsewhere. 
Tho re- 
quirement as to notice and hearing fa 
really embraced wHhln the larger rule 
as to Jurisdiction because no Judgment 
of a. court Is due process of law, if ren- 
dered without Jurisdiction in the court 
iuid there can bo no Jurisdiction without 
notice and an opportunity to be heard." 
These views are fortified bys an abun- 
dance of authority 
In Galpln vs. Page, 
Justice Field, speaking for the Court, 
said:

In Earl vs McVeigh, Justlos Clifford

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A/ameda's Bond Election. 


On Tuesday next the citizens of Alameda will vote on a pro- 


posal to issue $200,000 bonds for public improvements. Of this 
amount $150,000 is for better housing and equipping the city's 
electric light and power plant. It is claimed by some that the 
tity can buy electric current from a private corporation for less 
money than it can be generated in the city's plant. But since 
the city owns a generating plant as well as a distributing sys- 
tem, the issue is whether the policy of municipal ownership, shall 
be discontinued. Alameda had as well go out of the business of 
•supplying electric lights to its citizens as to rely upon a private 
Corporation for its supply of current. If the policy of public 
ownership is to be continued, the bonds for adequately housing) 
and equipping the generating plant should be voted. It would be 
'unwise for the city to become the mere selling agent of a corpo- 
jration, buying its current at wholesale and selling it at retail. 
[Any such arrangement is sure to prove unsatisfactory, and, 
tprobably, unprofitable in the long run. It is not easy to combine 
public and private ownership in a way to avoid friction and give 
(satisfaction. Until it is decided to abandon public ownership en- 
tirely, business prudence dictates that the generating plant should 
be fully equipped for operation. If the citizens refuse to incur 
the expense of housing the machinery and supplying modern 
Equipment they might as well abandon the plant altogether and 
'•accept private ownership under the regulations prescribed by 
*law. There is no safe middle ground. It would be an act of folly 
to go under the yoke of a private corporation without having the 
{power to regulate. And that is just what the opponents of the 
(bond issue propose to do. They propose to maintain the fiction 
iof municipal ownership while maMng the city dependent upon a 
•corporation. In our opinion, the bonds should be voted.

}Not Merely Carpet Knights. 


• In *n article commenting on the gallant behavior of Colonel 


John Jacob Astor and IVTajor Archibald Butt on the Titanic, the 
Fresno Republican calls them "carpet knights." They were noth- 
ing of the kind. In his anxiety to make the contrast between 
the manner in which they spent their lives and the way they 
;bore themselves in an hour of extreme trial and peril, the editor 
(Of the Republican did a igross injustice to both men. He really 
iknew nothing about either. He assumed they were "carpet 
tknights" because Astor was an enormously rich man and Major 
•Butt, as military aide to the President, has figured prominently 
•for several years at social and political functions. 


John Jacob Astor was a busy man of affairs. In addition to 


personally managing a great estate, he was a director in several 
financial and railroad corporations,-and was an ardent sportsman. 
He conducted a model dairy and owned a farm devoted to breed- 
ing riding and driving horses. He devoted considerable 'attention 
to .literature and was the author of two books, "A^ Journey in 
Other Worlds" and "A Romance of the Future." "Besides, he 
.took, great interest in mechanical activities, and was an inventor 
/of note. He patented several inventions, among-them marine 


I turbines, on which In 1902 he gave up his rights, dedicating his 
^turbines'to the public in the "hope that the development of the 
ideal turbine may be hastened thereby. He built the Netherland, 
St. Regis and Knickerbocker hotels, and owned one-half of the 
Astor. When war with Spain was declared he equipped a battery 
•nd presented it to the government. He was commissioned; 
Inspector-General of Volunteers and went to the front and did, a 
•oWier'a duty in Cuba. No "carpet knight," he. 


Major Butt had proved himself a capable soldier before 


President Roosevelt selected him for his military aide. He was 
in the field in the Spanish war and showed himself to be a 
capable and gallant officer. His tact, attention to detail and 
vigilance caused him to be selected for the White House. He was 
an accomplished man of the world, but he was no dancing master, 
no mincing "carpet knight." He was a true paladin, and 
hipiself in the field as gallantly as he did in society.

to raise funds for a new building for the Young Women's Christ- 
ian Association of this city !<? in keeping with the spirit of pro- 
gress now animating Oakland. It has the endorsement of all 
leading and representative residents, many of whom have already 
subscribed liberally to the fund. But it is not a matter only for 
people of wealth and well-known philanthropists. 
These have 


many demands upon time and purse; rather it is a matter concern- 
ing one and all. Each should give to his utmost in this cause, 
whether the amount be large or small. Already the sum sub- 
scribed reaches nearly the hundred thousand mark, but this is 
less than half the money needed. Ten days only have been alloted 
to the campaign, and it should be the boast of this city that she 
has not been called upon in vain in this particular project. There 
are now in Oakland many thousands of self-supporting young 
girls and women—many of them from distant places; many from 
the interior of the State of California; many are strangers to city 
life; many are supporting some loved one at home; thousands of 
them are forced to live on mere pittances, considering the present 
high cost of things. It is to safeguard their interests that the 
Young Women's Christian Association has its being. It aims to 
make better and stronger women, physically and morally, of these 
toilers, be they high up in professional lines or the humblest of 
domestic drudges. ' 


The Young Women's Christian Association is not a charity. It 


is a modern philanthropy. Its chief aim is to teach people to help 
themselves; to look at life from a high standpoint. Every active 
member of the association is self-supporting, and scrutiny of the 
roster would disclose also hundreds of names belonging to those 
of independent incomes. These associate members further the 
cause through personal'supervision of the work, and in times like 
these, when money is needed to carry on the work, by giving gen- 
erously of their possessions. 


The women bread-winners of Oakland need and deserve a 


building equally as good as that which houses the young men of 
this city, and the perfectly-equipped building on Telegraph ave- 
nue—belonging to the latter—is one to which every citizen can 
point with pride. The intention is to devote the proposed women's 
building to exactly similar uses—a place where the stranger 
within the gates may find a welcome; where any woman in need 
of kindly advice and a helping hand will be free to come; a gath- 
ering place for the lonely; a school where untrained workers may 
be drilled into greater efficiency. It is proposed to have capacious 
class-rooms where training can be given along the lines of do- 


science as Troll as other branches o* ™>rk o<j«pntinlly 


suited to women workers. It is proposed, also, to have a swim- 
ming pool and shower baths—than which nothing is more needed 
for women forced to live in boarding and lodging places. There 
are to be, also, in this proposed new building, a limited number 
of rooms where women coming to the city from the interior may 
find- temporary lodgment. 


In the United States there are many handsome buildings de- 


voted to the housing of the Young Women's Christian Associa- 
tions' interests. For our own State, Los Angeles shows one of 
magnificent equipment. 


Tho Osklind branch of thf A."sr>cmtion already owns an ideal 


site for a new and up-to-date administration building. This is at 
the. corner of Fourteenth and Castro streets, directly opposite the 
First Unitarian Church, right in the heart of the reconstructed 
district and along the march of progress. Fourteenth street is 
rapidly becoming one of the most important cross thoroughfares 
of Oakland. On every hand important structures, either already 
completed or in the course of construction, greet the eye. Let the 
Young Women's Christian Association add one more to the groun, 
of modern architectural edifices. Let the next few days see the 
hopes of the association realized, and let the good news go forth 
to the world that the city of Oakland has responded nobly to the 
cau«e; that she has not been found wanting, and that she stands 
shoulder to .shoulder with the progressive spirits of the world.

North Present Lively 


Aspect. 


WASHINGTON, April 2T.—The volca- 


noes of Alaska are not all dead, and those 
that smoke are held in dreadful awe by 
the natives. When the Indians living on 
ffl-ie -west shore of Cook Inlet first behtld 
aV smoke-belching- steamer nearlng their 
• \ iilaga they fled precipitately, flrst clos- 
ing their houses bo that the "damon of 
the volcano," which they believed was 
approaching, might be induced to pass 
hy. AS late as 1883 Mount Augustlna, a 
volcanic cone, which rises 4000 feet out of 
the/ waters of the inlet, was in violent 
eruption, and Mount Illamna and Mount 
Redoubt, about 10,ODD feet high, towering 
above the coast range, were, In eruption 
in 1864 and 1903, respectively. That Vul- 
can i_s atill active within theso mountains 
is attested by the persistent clouds of 
steam rising from their summits and by 
occasional light showers of volcanic dust. 


The name Illamna is said by some to 


be. derived from a Russian 
term 
for 


monument, and it may have reference to 
tho towering volcano. 
The natives say 
that Iliarnna-- IB the name of a 
great 


demon-flsh which lives in Lake Illamna 
and Is ever on the watch to destroy the 
unwary, so that the native who risks 
himself on its waters In Ws frail craft is 
accounted venturesome. The lake is, how- 
ever, the largest fresh-water 
body in 


Alaska and is frequently swept by ter- 
rific ga'.es. It la 80 miles long by 8 to 
20 
mlle» 
wide—somewhat larger, per- 


haps, than Long Island sound. Its bottom 
is far below sea level. The altitude of 
itr surface IB only 60 teet above the ocean, 
but soundings at Its upper «nd Indicate 
a depth of many hundred feet

of and tributary to Illamna Ivike is 
Clark Lake, more than 50 miles long, but 
narrow. This lake "is 220 feet above the 
ocean "tides, but In places is mora than 
600 feet deep.

light upon the martyrdom suffered by 
Clara Barton, 
founder 
of the Red 


Cross, as tho result of alleged political 
Intrlgno as well as the social ambi- 
tions of certain Washington women 
which forced her from the presidency 
and led to Congressional investigation 
is shed in letters written by tha great 
war nurse to Professor C. S. Young of 
Redondo Beach and given out by him 
today. 


A week ago THE TRIBUTE) made 


public a number of Miss Barton's let- 
ters given out by Professor Young' for 
the first time. Although he had had 
these letters from periods ranging 
from months to years, the writer had 
enjoined him not to give them to the 
world until after her death. 


This posthumous answer of Miss 


Barton to her detractors and a hint 
of the heavy load of injustice she had 
endured for the sake of peace and 
the good of the Red Cross caused a 
tremendous impression In the Bast, 
and especially In Washington. 


PATIENCE WONDEKPOI;. 


The additional 
letters 
now made 


public by Young tend further 
to 


illumine the subject and to accentuate 
the patience sho manifested under op- 
pression. 


When she had been Importuned to 


speak to President Taft about the can- 
didacy of a friend for a certain posi- 
tion she -wrote: 


"There has never been an occasion 


nor a tluio when I have so missed my 
old-time privilege of speaking a word 
In behalf of a friend. I never before 
have so fully realized what a pleasure 
that privilege had been to me through 
half a century. 


"It Is a change for me to know 
that my only help must He In the 
strictest silence: an expressed wish, if 
known, would be fatal—not, perhaps, 
with President Taft personally,' for I 
am of small Importance to him, If ho 
ever knew me—but from tho advice 
he would bo sure 
to receive from 


those ho does know. 
So I wait and 
hope." 


Again, concerning her abandoned 


purpose to seek a. refuge In Mexico, 
she wrote: 


ABANDONED PtTRPOSE. 


"I can nover 
understand 
why I 


failed to go. "A greater power and a 
wiser mind were guiding-, no doubt. 
" 'To God my life n-as an open page, 
He know what I would bo; 
He know how tho tyrant passions rage

count of a meeting with friends of 
Miss Barton and subsequent conver- 
sations with her:

Mrs, 
Logan was to take up the matter with 
several prominent peo^la and on these 
lines. 


WANTED TO VISIT MKXICO. 


"On October 13, 1911, when I visited 


her In her homo at Oxford,.Mass., she 
made use of tho following language: 


"'Referring'to that letter I wroto 


you in which1 I expressed a deslfo to 
go to Mexico, I meant 1L For several 
months 1 havo been gathering to- 
gether my belongings and adjusting 
my affairs so that I could go. 
" 'There 
wore but two countries 


whoro the Rod Cross society did not 
exist. 
Ono was China antl tho other 


Mexico, 
I did 
not 
want to go to 


China, but did want to go to Mexico, 
and fully intended to go. 
" 'My friends finally dissuaded mo 


and perhaps It was for tho best, for 
If I had gone 1 probably would not 
havo been allvo now.' 


"Sho talked ot Taft, Miss Boardman 


and others who have to do with tho 
Red Cross now. 
Bho said her name 


Congressional 
legislation; 
that 
sho 


had been misrepresented as still the 
president of tho Red Cross Society, for 
tho purpose of obtaining certain legis- 
lation; that Bho had not BO much as 
aeen the present president (Taft) of 
the society, nor had she over received 
a letter from him; that sho was going 
to demand that her namo bo not used 
In any way with the Red Cross, as she 
was continually being misrepresented. 


"Mrs. Logan had demanded that her 


namo bo not used as one of tho of- 
ficers and sho would likewise so de- 
mand It."

Sinco that time there has been little or 
no roughness In the game*, in fact the

WAS HE TOO SEVERE?

During 1110 and 1911 when 
cork- 


center ball first came into use fans all 
over the world rose to remark that tho 
hitting was the most terrific they had 
seen in mTiy ypnrs while the fleldlnff 
was faster and better. 
In explanation 


of this the fact is, cork is better than 
rubber. 
In the first place the cork center ball 
can be- hit father than can the rubber- 
core ball; In consequence the hits would 
be harder to get and the fielding would 
naturally get faster and livelier. This Is 
spen if one- will but KO over the battlnR 
averages of 1911 nnd comparp them with 
those of the years before they used the 
corK-cciiter ball. 
To this argument will be found some 


objections, but It Is almost a certainty 
that If the matter wero put to a popular 
voto the fans and players would much 
prefer the cork-center ball to the old- 
fashioned rubber-core one.

AGRICULTURAL BUILDING 


Will Be Among Finest Structures of Stale 


University; Many Novel Features 


UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, April 
27 —Commencement on May 13 will sen 


'the completion of Aericiilltiral Hall, just 
'built by the University at a east of $200,- 
000. 
Tho building is one of the perma- 


nent structures of the Phoebe A. Hearst 
plans and Is set on an eminence on the 
'northerly side of the campus, 


i The new building will house only 
a 


'small portion of the work of the College 
of Agriculture. 
It Is hoped In future 


,yfars to erect at least three other bulld- 
|lng of eaual or greater size, to form, 
'with this, a quadrangle. Until that time 
the departments of the college rot yet 
provided for must remain in their present 
cramped quarters In the building south 
'of South Hall. Plans for the new struc- 
ture, which is one of three built from 
the "permanent 
building fund." , were 


drawn by Professor John Galen Howard. 
• The structure Is of 
white 
granite, 


Jroofed in red Mission tile. It is fire- 
jiroof, solid and staunch, and is expected 
in a thousand years to be as servlce- 
'able as the day It in dedicated. The long 
'north -wall Is mostly windows, to admit 
jto the full the no'rth light, prized for lab- 
joratory work, and the rest of the in- 
rterlor Is so arranged as to make every 
JBduare foot of space well lighted and 
thoroughly available. 


Agriculture, Hall was built from the 
'Permanent Building Fund," which is 
one-fourth of the State University fund, 
the ^state's chief provision for the Uni- 
versity. 
From the moneys provided In 


this form by the state the University has 
built California Hall, Agricultural Hall 
and the central heating- and power plant, 
equipped the 
new University library, 


bought 268 acres of land In Strawberry 
Canyon, adjoining the University, as a 
'watershed, reservoir site and site for 
jbotanlcal garden, arboretum, rifle range 
'for .the compulsory military Instruction 
[and place for agricultural activities such 
as dairying' and the production of her 
serum to protect the swine of California 
from hog cholera. 
Tbese new lands are 


ialready being used for all these pur- 
Iposes, save that funds have not yet been 
'available to build -the 70,000,000-gallon

This 


room will be in constant use for large 
classes and for the frequent evening lec- 
tures on scientific subjects given at the 
University for the students and tho gen- 
eral public. 


EXTENSIVE LABORATORIES. 


How to spray tieos and plants so as 


to prevent or cure disease or pest will be 
taught and experimented- with in a lab- 
oratory on the ground floor. Here also 
will be laboratories for work in irriga- 
tion and in bee-raising and a room for 
mailing the bulletins on improved agri- 
cultural methods of which tho University 
publishes and distributes 
hundreds of 


thousands of copies every year. 


Horticulture and viticulture are tho 


subjects to be housed on the first floor 
of the building. - Here also will be the of- 
fice of E. ,T. Wlckson, professor of agri- 
culture and director of the United States 
experiment station, and the business of- 
fice of his department, where atfairs aro 
looked after for the 378 students in the 
full four-year course In the College of 
Agriculture, and the 900 other students 
who are receiving more or less agri- 
cultural instructions. From this and the 
other offices of the department over 50,- 
000 answers to inquiries in agricultural 
problems go out every year. Here also 
will be the agricultural library and the 
quarters of Professor Warren T. Clarke, 
superintendent of the University Exten- 
sion in Agriculture, who has had charge 
of the work of the agricultural demon- 
stration train sent out by the University 
of California through the co-operation of 
the Southern Pacific 
Company. 
This 


train, with Its eight cars of agricultural 
exhibits, has been visited this year by 
over 100,000 persons, while the 105 farm- 
ers' Institutes In 105 California towns 
and villages have brought together to- 
tal audiences of over 34,000 people. 


Entomology and plant jfathology are the 


departments which will occupy the third 
and fourth floors of the new Agricul- 
tural Hall. Here research work will be 
carried on and students trained so that 
In their work hereafter as fruit growers, 
farm managers, vlneyardlsts, hortlcultual 
Inspectors, state or United States agri- 
cultural experts, or experiment station or 
college teachers, they can apply scien- 
tific methods of studying the HIe-history 
of destructive Insects, the cause ard 
progress of plant diseases and preven- 
tive and curative methods. 
Here also 


will" bo; a museum of insects, draughting 
room's' for the United State Government 
Irrigation and drainage experts who make 
their California headquarters at the Uni- 
versity of California, and several dark- 
rooms for photographic work In prepar- 
ing Illustrative material for agricultural 
publications, bulletins, lectures and class- 
room and farmers' institute work.

CENTER OF GREAT PARK SYSTEM 


Lake Merritt la one of-the natural possessions which is being combined with man's 


handiwork to create a city beautiful. 


After many years the city is making practical use of this priceless body of water, 


located almost in the heart of Oakland. It is to be the chief attraction in a mammoth water 
park, which will be unsurpassed by any other pleasure spot in the country. 


Already great progress has been made in the creation of a park system which is to 


surround the lake. Lakeside Park, on the northern shores, is to be the principal breathing 
place of the city, and is now being visited by thousands of residents during week days and 
on Sundays, when band concerts add to its attractiveness. 


The Twelfth street dam is being improved, and south of this structure another park 


is to be created on reclaimed land. The new city auditorium is to be Ibcated on this site, ac- 
cording to present plans. The western shores of the lake, where giant willow trees have 
given the 'spot a name, have been landscaped, and form an important link in the chain of 
parks. Jn the midst of the tract is the municipal museum. Almost completely surrounding 
the lake are boulevards which connect with the hill roads and other parts of the city, and 
attract automobilists to the lakeshore. 


The view of .Oakland's new business structures from the east side of the lake is one of 


the most fascinating in the city, the natural features of the foreground mingling in the pic- 
ture with the architectural monuments in the downtown district.

An Oakland business man has become interested In chickens to the extent that he has bought 


an incubator and set it with eggs bought at the corner grocery. At 8 a. m. I had a 'phone message 
from him saying that he had a whole machine full of chicks and he asked what he was going to do 
with them. Thinking it a jest, I guessed that he was going to send them to President Taft as a 
pre-election gift, but he was in earnest. He had made absolutely no provision for the brooding 
of the chicks. This brings us to the question of brooders. Which is the better, the fireless or the 
heated brooder? 


If one has but few chicks and has plenty of time and patience, he can raise every one of them 


fay the use of the fireless brooder, provided it is kept in a warm room, but raising a large number 
of chicks with fireless brooders requires more time than the average man has at his disposal. It is 
natural for a little chick to cuddle up to something warm and they will never willingly go into a 
fireless brooder, so they must be put to bed every night and as often through the day as they feel 
inclined to take a nap. Then if the chicks are taken directly from the warm incubator and put into 
a cold box, in a cold room, or in other words, a fireless brooder, only the most vigorous of the flock 
will survive. Those who use this system claim that it is best, because it is cheap—no oil is required 
—there is no danger of fire and the chicks which die are the weakly ones which are better off out 
of the way as quickly as possible. But the fact remains that fireless brooding is unnatural and 
that the poultryman's profit increases as he studies nature and uses her for his guide. 


In buying a heated or lamp brooder, choose some well-known and reliable make, keep the lamp 


clean and water around the burner on top of the lamp and there is very little danger of fire. 


Q—Do you think it will hurt my little chicks to feed them all the earth worms they will eat? 


They go wild over them. 


A—There is a theory that gapes in little chicks is caused by feeding them angle worms, but all 


chicks which eat worms do not have the gapes. Some poultrymen have a worm garden—a damp 
place where worms congregate—and the chicks have their daily ration of worms. Our chicks al- 
ways have all the worms they want when we are making garden and we have never had a case of 
gapes or" any other poultry sickness which we could trace to the worm diet. No other animal food 
should be given when the worms are fed to the chicks.
